The Elko Independent, of Sunday, 


relate* how one candidate was fortun- 
ate tbroagb • recount.

The Board 
will now proceed with the count of

Green shall be so fortunate in those 
to be conn tod, as he has been in the 
ease of Tuscarora, he can odonlateon 
a majority of fifteen or twenty in his 
favor instead of eight against him as 
it originally appeared on the face of 
the returns.
